Number of Phones 
Hits Record Peak 


The number of telephones in ser- 
vice through the Edmonton tele- 
phone system continues to increase 
and on March 11 there were 25,187 
instruments in use in residences 
and business places, compared with 
24,237 on the same day last year. 
This is an all-time record for the 
number of instruments in service. 

ROBERT CHRISTIE, superin- 
tendent of the system, said it was 
possible to increase the number of 
telephones in operation through the) 
installation of private branch ex- 
changes in some business offices. 
These installations released tele- 
phone lines which were made avail- 
able to other commercial and resi- 
dential users. He said also that a 
number of telephones had been) 
made available to essential services.

The provincial legislature and the wea- 
ther are collaborating—thus far at least— 
tor an early start on the program of highway 
construction and reconstruction. Encouraged 
by springlike conditions and outlook, the 
members in committee approved the budget 
plans for expenditure on roads totalling 
$3,300,000. 

This is important not only because the 
program is extensive, but also because work 
on the main highways should be completed, 
if possible, before the holiday season starts. 
There is a prospect that motor tourist traf- 
fie will be heavy when mid-summer comes 
and it won't do to have the through roads 
torn up when the visitors arrive if that can | 
be avoided. 

Edmonton is particularly interested, be- 
cause it is a long way from the international 
border. If tourists from the United States 
should run into highway-building blockades 
in southern Alberta they would be more 
likely to go back home than try to push | 
through, even to see Jasper. 


The Answer Is Playgrounds 


Police reports record an unusual out- 
break of vandalism by mischievous children.

Patiently investigating each complaint, 
the police are hopeful that the epidemic of | 
pranks is due to no more than a form of | 
spring fever and that it will abate with sea- | 
sonal developments. 

It is a pious hope but hardly a justifiable 
one. Children are restless by nature. They 
would be unhealthy if they were not. And 
one reason their restlessness takes the form 
of mischief just now is because there is so 
little outlet for their surplus energies. 

This mischievous tendency may be just 
as active in midsummer as it is in March, It 
likely will be just as active unless some

closed; that Turkey and Iraq had concen- 
trated forces on their eastern fronts, Mos- 
cow contributed an ingredient of unknown 
quality by saying the reports of its troop 
movements were not in line with “realities”, 
without saying what the realities were. 

One thing apparent from this is that 
there can be little security in the world with- 
out freedom to collect and transmit news 
from all parts of it, and no general sense of 
such security worth speaking about. 

Censorship has made the Middle East 
virtually a blacked-out area, If competent 
correspondents were on the scene, which is 
almost certain, they were prevented telling 
the outside world what was going on. Such 
reports as were forwarded by local agencies 
were naturally colored by apprehensions 
and bias. Even official communications from 
consular agents bore evidence of having 
been tampered with or curtailed by officials 
of one country or another. 

There is, unfortunately, not much hope 
that all the United Nations will make and 
keep an early agreement to allow full and 
| free publicity on events happening within 
their borders, This narrows down the chance 
| of building up the mutual confidence that 
will be necessary before the peoples of the 
world can rest in assurance that they are 
secure. 

The Security Council may as well say, 
when it meets late this month, that it can- 


| not free the world from fear while curtains 


of secrecy can be dropped at will around 
trouble zones. For, whether the Council says 
so or doesn’t, that is a fact. There is no 
basis for world confidence but a full and free 
circulation of news, ‘

France wants the United Nations to stop 
trading with Spain. The response will prob- 
ably depend upon whether France can show 
that paralysing the industry of the country 
would get rid of Franco without imposing 
too much suffering on the Spanish people.
